SOUTH SAN FRANCISCO 
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COUNTY DEVELOPMENT 
ASSOCIATION NEWS 


Issued upon authority of the San 
Mateo County Development Associa¬ 
tion : 

Important business, routine in na¬ 
ture, was transacted last Tuesday 
night at the regular meeting of the 
board of governor^ of the San Mateo 
County Development Association. 

The governors are at all times busi¬ 
ly engaged in the solution of develop¬ 
ment problems for the Peninsula. In 
the last six months; or the first half 
of the present year, the association 
has strived strenuously to cope with 
transportation difficulties. 

Since the beginning of this year the 
association has waged two distinct 
campaigns for transportation better¬ 
ment and the adjustment of fares. 
To this end, San Francisco-San Mateo 
Interurban Right of Way Company 
was organized last May, the purpose 
being the acquisition of a right of way 
for an electric express line down the 
Peninsula, extending from a point in 
the heart of San Francisco to Palo 
Alto, a distance of approximately thir¬ 
ty miles. The other line of campaign 
was the suit brought by the organiza¬ 
tion before the State Railroad Com¬ 
mission for tiie establishment of lower 
and equitable transportation rates be¬ 
tween Peninsula points. 

Both battles, despite a most severe 
opposition from within and without, 
have met with considerable progress, 
and has done much in gaining for San 
Mateo county publicity throughout! 
the West as one of tire most progres¬ 
sive communities in California. 

The interurban right of way com¬ 
pany, which lias H. C. Tuchsen as that 
corporation’s president, has been 
quietly at work doing efficient ser¬ 
vice. The nature of the work in con¬ 
nection with building a railroad is 
such that the plans must be fully 
made before given out to the public, 
if satisfactory results are to be ob¬ 
tained. 

The directors of the right of way 
company held a meeting last Tuesday 
and another one Wednesday morning 
in San Francisco with railroad ex¬ 
perts, all of whom express great en¬ 
thusiasm over the financial success 
of the project. 

As for the lower rate suit pending 
before the commission, much evidence 
has been gathered and is being gath¬ 
ered to strengthen the case, which 
Attorney Seth Mann, the association's 
counsel, declares is an extremely 
strong one, certain to bring favorable 
results. 

John S. Ross, field agent for the 
Tourist Association of Central Cali¬ 
fornia, paid our county a visit for the 
purpose of acquiring information 
dealing with the strong points of this 
community, which lie hopes to spread 
broadcast throughout the East, for 
which he leaves next week on his first 
publicity campaign. 

Mr. Ross during his stay here was 
introduced to many of the county’s 
leading citizens by the association’s 
representatives. He was highly 
pleased will the natural beauties 
that greeted his eye everywhere. He 
takes with him to the East a large 
number of booklets issued by the de¬ 
velopment association. The field 
agent declares that he understands 
thoroughly the value of San Mateo 
county’s proximity to San Francisco, 
and because of this, as well as many 

other reasons will do his utmost to 

• 

make known San Mateo county’s true 
worth on his advertising tour. 

One great argument that impressed 
itself in Ross’ mind was good roads, 
and this fact will be told everywhere 
to the autoist of the United States as 
well as the farmer. He will tell them 
of the wonderful chain of roads now 
in existence and of the miles of high¬ 
ways in the course of construction 
and of the planned highways to be 
built in the immediate future. 


OPPORTUNITY FOR EMPLOYES 

TO BUY P. 0. &. E. STOCK 


The directors of the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company have presented an 
opportunity to all employes of “Pac¬ 
ific Service’’ to become financially in¬ 
terested in the corporation by becom¬ 
ing financially interested in the cor¬ 
poration by becoming shareholders in 
the new preferred stock issue upon 
the stockholders.

RECORD OF THE CROSS 


The cross is so old that the records 
of men do not go back to the first 
one. Christainity took a very an¬ 
cient symbol and made it Christian, 
but nobody knows just why. 

To understand all there is to know 
about the cross we must go back four 
or five housand years of astronomy 
and astrology as understood by the 
ancient Babylonians. Under their 
clay tablets and stone monuments, 
and upon the monuments of the Per¬ 
sians, the Hittites and every other 
ancient nation we find crosses of all 
shapes and kinds. Even the Egyp¬ 
tians decorated their high priest when 
lie was officiating in the greatest of 
their temples with the figure of the 
cross. There must, therefore, be 
some great and universal significance 
in this symbol or its use would not 
have been so widespread. 

The Babylonians offer the clearest 
explanation of this symbol in their 
expression, “the four ends of the 
earth,” which is also found in the Bi¬ 
ble. The people of Bible times knew 
that the earth was round, for Isaiah 
speaks of the “circle of the earth” and 
then of the “ends of the earth.” This 
makes the conception plain that to 
the early Semites—for Babylonians 
and Hebrews were all Semitic and the 
Cuneiform and Hebrew languages 
have many words in common—the 
earth was round and had four ends, 
or, as we put it today, “four points of 
the compass.” 

If the circle of the earth is drawn 
and then bisected in either direction 
by straight lines the perfect cross is 
made thus symbolizing the whole 
earth. 

The early Babylonians went fur¬ 
ther, and in their polytheism estab¬ 
lished one of the gods as ruler over 
each of these ends of the earth, iden¬ 
tifying each god with one of the great 
planets, whose motions they studied 
so carefully. The north was presided 
over by Nergal and the planet which 
we call Mars. The east had Mar- 
duk and the planet Jupiter, the south 
had Ninib and the planet Saturn, while 
the west was ruled by Nabu and his 
planet Mercury. The names of the 
stars were different in Babylonian, 
but they corresponded to the planets 
as we know them by these names. 
The north was identified with win¬ 
ter and midnight, the east with morn¬ 
ing and spring, the south with mid¬ 
day and summer and the west with 
evening and autumn. 

Some of the Babylonian inscrip¬ 
tions also show that the four phases 
of the moon were indicated by the 
cross. The mystic quality of this 
symbol penetrated the life and liter¬ 
ature of the people because they held 
that the direct influence of the moon 
and stars upon the affairs of men 
was constantly felt. 

Studying the inscriptions on an¬ 
cient tablets, monuments and bowls, 
we find crosses of every shape, from 
the swastika to the maltese, and even 
the Roman cross with a prolonged 
lower part. 

It is more than suggested that 
there is a direct connection between 
this four-fold division of earth and 
heavens, as symbolized by the cross 
which stood or the complete whole 
ifnd the so-called Tetagrammaton or 
four-lettered name for Gob of the He¬ 
brews. This is the word rendered in 
English, Jehovah, or by advanced) 
scholars, Yahveh. The four conso¬ 
nants in the Hebrew are YHVH, the 
vowels not being reckoned as of any 
significance. It is now suggested 
that because of the monotheism of the 
Hebrews, believing in one God and 
not in many, they used the four con¬ 
sonants to indicate the four ends of 
the earth and heavens, and combining 
them into one word made that stand 
for the one God of heaven and earth.

flowers may retain their freshness; 
scours the tea or coffee stains from 
the cups with it; has a portion put 
in whitewash to make it adhere more 
closely to the surface where applied; 
obtains a good result by throwing a 
handful into the dull coal fire with 
no explosive results; or if the wood 
fire gets beyond her control and the 
chimney catch fire, a quantity thrown 
into the stove serves as a damper to 
the flames; if the firebrick gives way 
in her cooking range, a paste of equal 
parts of salt and wood ashes, mixed 
with cold water and given a little time 
to harden, well supplies the loss; for 
cleaning any article of brass or cop¬ 
per, salt with vinegar or a slice of 
lemon is called into use, and followed 
by a brisk polishing with a soft, dry 
towel. 

In the nurse’s department, the 
“home doctor” applies the strong so¬ 
lution of salt and vinegar to the 
sprain; the heated saltbags, or salt 
mingled with hops, for the relief of 
severe pain; for a strong poultice 
beats together salt and the yolk of 
an egg; for inflamed eyelids or slight 
spots of skin poisoning uses the weak 
solution of salt and water; applies 
dry salt as a dentifrice, cleansing the 
teeth, and having a most salutary ef¬ 
fect on the gums; as a dry shampoo, 
rubbing salt into the hair at night to 
be combed out in the morning, leav¬ 
ing a clean scalp; administers salt 
straight for hemorrhage of the lungs, 
or stomach; or a spoonful in a glass 
of cold water for nausea; for slight 
burns and fresh cuts, binds on the af¬ 
fected parts moistened salt; for neu¬ 
ralgia of feet or limbs, bathes those 
parts with the strong solution of salt 
in water as hot as is bearable.

SIGNING PETITION FOR GREATER 
SAN FRANCISCO MEASURE 


Work of obtaining the necessary 
number of signatures to put. on the 
ballot for the November election the 
proposed initiative measure allowing 
cities of 175,000 population or more 
to form consolidated city and county 
governments and which also allows 
San Francisco to extend her boun¬ 
daries, is being undertaken by mem¬ 
bers of the San Francico Chamber of 
Commerce.

FREE TEXTBOOKS 




POLITICAL ANNOUNCEMENTS. 

San Mateo County 


The schools of California are only 
requiring one-third as many free text¬ 
books for next year as for last year. 

Demands have already come in from 
2200 schools out of about 4000, and 
since these include all the large cities 
of the state, it represents much more 
than half the total. A remarkable de¬ 
crease in the demand is shown. 

Thus, San Francisco orders 47,730 
books this year as against 127,349 for 
the same period last year, Los An¬ 
geles 41,643 this year, 124,253 last 
year, Long Beach 4950 this year, 12,- 
175 last year, a decrease of nearly 
two-thirds in each instance. Ban Die¬ 
go orders 3471 this year, which is 
less than one-fourth of last year’s de¬ 
mand of 21,283; and Pasadena calls 
for 4775 books this year, about one- 
fifth of the 23,050 needed last year. 

It was natural that a heavy call 
for books should be made at the in¬ 
auguration of the system. The schools 
had to be stocked up. It was not 
sure that the state would be able to 
meet this emergency at all. The leg¬ 
islature appropriated half a million 
I dollars, expecting it to be mostly con¬ 
sumed in this original stocking-up 
j process. Those in charge of the en¬ 
terprise hardly dared speak above a 
whisper. The result, however, is re¬ 
assuring. Only half the fund has been 
expended and the needs for the sec¬ 
ond year are very greatly reduced. 

The California free textboob plan 
is an undoubted success and the state 
will never recede from it. While a 
new project of such magnitude must 
be marked by an occasional small 
mistake or misunderstanding now and 
then, it is good to find the general 
plan working out according to sched¬ 
ule, and to find that the school peo¬ 
ple of the state, the many thousands of 
teachers and trustees, may be trust¬ 
ed to do the right thing in making it 
effective and economical. 

The individual school district is 
the unit in distributing free books. 

! The principal of the school makes 
| out a requisition for the books need¬ 
ed. This is examined and approved 
| by he district clerk and by the coun¬ 
ty superintendent, to ensure a just 
j and reasonable demand. The state 
superintendent questions and requires 
j explanations in case requisitions ap¬ 
pear excessive. Teachers and all 
other officers are enjoined to use all 
the care and moderation in ordering 
state books that would be used if the 
| parents were buying them. Every 
order and every book contains an ap¬ 
peal to the teacher and to the pupil 
for co-operation and wise care in the 
use of the books and in getting full 
service from them.

THE STEED LIMIT 

Sir Thomas Lipton was one of 45 
defendants who were summoned at 
Southampton on Friday for exceeding 
the speed limit. It was alleged that 
Sir Thomas drove his car down Ports- 
mouth-road at 37 miles an hour. When 
stopped, Sir Thomas said that he had 
been to Gosport that day to try the 
Shamrock, and he was sailing so fast 
on the new boat, where there were 
no speed limit, that subsequently in 
his car he did not realize he was trav¬ 
eling at such a pace.

DISTRICT ATTORNEY SWART 

USES AX ON ILLEGAL FENCE 


For a number of years, ever since 
the Vista Grande school building at 
Daly City has been erected, the board 
of trustees of the Jefferson School 
District has been in trouble over the 
refusal of the Ocean View Land and 
Improvement Company to open Ran- 
some street along the north line of 
the Vista Grande school property. 

The original plot called for the ex¬ 
istence of Ransome street and the 
real estate promoters sewered the 
same, and at the present time there 
is a manhole connecting with that 
sewer in the contested street. 

It was then that the property was 
sold and became what was known as 
the “Lilly Patch,” and then resold to 
the Jefferson School District. Subse¬ 
quently a new plat was made and ac¬ 
cepted by the county which eliminated 
the street. This, however, according 
to District Attorney Swart, did not 
forfeit the school’s right to the use 
of the street, but the real estate men 
proceeded to close it. The district 
attorney was appealed to and he ad¬ 
vised that the trustees chop down the 
offensive obstruction. This they ap¬ 
peared too timid to do. 

At the school board meeting Wed¬ 
nesday night in Daly City, which the 
legal advisor attended, he was asked 
point blank if he had advised the 
removal of the fence in that manner 
and he promptly replied that he had. 

One interested spectator, apparent¬ 
ly as a test of the attorney’s sinceri¬ 
ty, significiantly asked: “Would you 
do that yourself?’ 

Without hesitation Mr. Swart re¬ 
plied, “Give me an ax and I will show 


you.” One was immediately procured ! 
and accompanied by an admiring 
crowd he was soon making the splin¬ 
ters fly. Having initiated the pro¬ 
ceedings, others quickly followed suit, 
including several ladies, and not many j 
minutes elapsed before a big slice of 
that fence lay in a disordered mass on 
the ground. 

There seems to be no question as to 
the rights of the school district in the 
matter. In fact, the real estate com¬ 
pany has on several occasions actual¬ 
ly sold the property, but had to pay 
the money bhck to the purchasers for 
the reason that they could not give 1 
a clear title, owing to the people’s 
claim to the street. 

Owing to the decisive action of Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Swart, it is now up to 
the real estate people to show their 
hand.—Daly City Record.

HOME RULE BILL 
SENTTOGOMMONS 

Lords Pass Third Reading of 
Measure 

The House of Lords has passed 
third reading of the bill to amend the 
Irish home rule bill, and sent it across 
to the House of Commons for consid¬ 
eration. 

In its closing stage in the upper 
house, the Marquis of Crewe, the Lib¬ 
eral leader, took part in the debate on 
the bill and indirectly promised that 
the attainment of an agreement in re¬ 
gard to the elimination of the time 
limit by which the counties of Ulster 
were allowed to vote on the question 
of their exclusion for a period of six 
years from the operation of the home 
rule bill would not prove difficult. He 
said, however, that the area of that 
portion of Ireland to be excluded had 
been so greatly enlarged by the Union¬ 
ists that it would be a vexed and criti¬ 
cal question. 

The Unionists, he argued, had failed 
to find how they propose to meet the 
inevitable objections to exclusion of 
the Roman Catholic counties of Ulster 
and their friends elsewhere in Ireland. 

The Marquis concluded by asking 
for the exercise of patience and for¬ 
bearance and firmly hoped for a suc¬ 
cessful solution. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne, the 
Unionist leader, reiterted that noth 
ing short of the Unionist amendments 
could avert the immediate peril that 
was threatening. He said this was his 
explanation of the demand of the total 
exclusion of the province of Ulster 
and he complained that the Govern 
ment had given the Unionists no as 
sistance whatever in the task of avert 
ing civil war. 

At the suggestion of the Marquis of 
Crewe the bill was read a third time 
without a vote being taken. 

Before the passage of the third read 
ing of the bill, the Earl of Dunraven 
moved the insertion of a new clause 
providing that the King might, by an 
order in council, suspend the opera¬ 
tions of the home rule act until a com 
mission reported on the constitutional 
relations of Ireland to the other parts 
of the United Kingdom. 

He argued that by meajis of such a 
commission there would be hope of 
creating a situation which might lead 
some day to a satisfactory final settle¬ 
ment of the whole problem and that 
peace might be achieved without dis¬ 
memberment. 

Lord Dunraven’s motion was adopted 
without division, although it aroused 
no enthusiasm. 


GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


Associate Justice Horace Harmon 
Lurton, of the United States Supreme 
Court, died suddenly at a hotel in At¬ 
lantic City, N. J., from heart failure 
superinduced by cardiac asthma. 

A great many society people are 
now using dream mascots in their bed¬ 
rooms—a small charm in the form of 
an eye, which is worn around the neck 
at night and is supposed to bring 
beautiful dreams. Flowers and dishes 
of fruit in the bedroom are placed 
there to attract good spirits. 

More than forty residents of Vallejo 
and as many more in other parts of 
Solano County have registered as en¬ 
trants in the big chrysanthemum show 
which the Vallejo Chamber of Com¬ 
merce will stage this fall. Those who 
will participate in the exhibition are, 
in nearly every Instance, growing their 
plants along scientific lines. 

The Duchess of Marborough has had 
a new dance dedicated to her. It will 
be known as the Consuelo, and the 
Duchess, at Newport, R. I., saw a pri¬ 
vate demonstration of the new steps. 
These were executed by the inventors 
of the dance, two New York profes¬ 
sional dancers, who are employed this 
summer at an amusement resort. 

A million rooted plants will be the 
municipality’s gift to the Berkeley 
beautiful campaign started by the 
Berkeley Chamber of Commerce and 
others, according to an announcement 
made by Commissioner E. Q. Turner. 
Turner has assured the committee in 
charge a full supply of material for 
gardens, window boxes and sidewalk 
areas. The plants will be propagated 
at the city nursery. 

The basque bathing suit, the very 
latest note in the 1914 beach costume 
for women, had its first real summer 
showing Sunday at Atlantic City, 
N. J Many other styles appeared, bnt 
the basque caused the most comment 
and really seemed the most becoming.

attle cannot locate a power site or ; 
sites for the city. Sweeney says that 
the Agricultural and Interior Depart¬ 
ments will co-operate in giving sites 
free to Seattle. An Olympic power 
site in private hands is being offered 
to the city for a million dollars. 

That the exposition of the products 
of home industry wil be complete and 
exhaustive is already certain from the 
liberal demand for space at the Audi¬ 
torium, San Francisco, where the 
Home Industry Exhibit will be opened 
September 24th. It is estimated by 
the committee in charge that the total 
capitalization which will be represented 
on the spacious floor of the great build¬ 
ing will exceed the fabulous figure of 
$500,000,000, all of it invested in the 
production and distributer! of home¬ 
made, and home-handled, and largely ! 
home-consumed products. 

The lid is down tight on San Jose’s 
tenderloin district, and the Orchard, 
Post and San Pedro street resorts, 
which have flourished for years, were 
closed. The closing of the resorts 
was one of the last official acts of 
Frank H. Ross as police chief. His res¬ 
ignation will be acted on at a meeting 
of the Police and Fire Commission. 
His crusade followed the receipt of a 
letter from Police Commissioner James 
P. Sex, demanding the action. Ross 
also caused the arrest of more than a 
score of Chinese who have been con¬ 
ducting lotteries, and the proprietors 
of all cigar stores were ordered to dis¬ 
continue the sale of lottery tickets.

BEAR-SHOOTING 

IN KASHMIR 

It was in August that my friend, 
delightful invitation to join him in 

the maharajah of T-sent me a 

a bear-shooting expedition to Kash¬ 
mir. He also included in his invita¬ 
tion my wife, who already could boast 
some experience in Indian sport, 
though she had never as yet had the 
luck to include a bear among her tro¬ 
phies.

large assortment of shikaris and re¬ 
tainers; also, of course, myself and 
D., my wife. The rajah was a real 
good sportsman, and we all started 
in the greatest spirits from Rawai 
Hindi, our destination being Shinagar, 
200 miles from Hindi. The ser¬ 
vants and luggage were dispatched 
in tongas by road, whilt we and the 
rajah followed by motor to Murree. 
The rest of the way we did by tongas. 

His First Black Hear. 

The valley we had chosen for our 
central camp was called Churdra- 
pool, off the Sind Valley, and we ar¬ 
rived there in good time. After es¬ 
tablishing the camp we took to the 
mountains, where the beaters soon 
had a bear up. It was decided that 
the most likely place for the bear to 
break was the center nullah, so D. 
and I were stationed there. Lee and 
the rajah going to the left and right 
in case the animal broke across the 
next nullah. Where my wife and I 
were sitting the jungle was very 
thick, and we should be unable to see 
the bear till he was right on us if he 
came from where the shikaris ex¬ 
pected. Under these circumstances 
I thought it advisable to put D. a lit¬ 
tle way up the tree. Having fixed 
her up comfortably, I sat just be¬ 
low, and the beat began. D. was to 
have first shot. Hresently, about fif¬ 
ty yards away, I caught sight of a 
piece of black moving up towards us 
slowly. It was a bear, right enough, 
and a big one, too. On he came, and 
then disappeared in thick jungle, to 
appear again not ten yards away from 
us. I signaled to D. to shoot, "ex¬ 
pecting to see him roll over, but 
there came no shot from D. Then I 
waited till he was seven yards from 
me, and he did look a monster. I 
could not understand why D. did not 
shoot, and thought seven yards was 
close enough to be pleasant. As I 
raised my rifle he saw me, but too 
late; he had got my 577 bullet be¬ 
hind his ear, and over he went. As 
lie rolled over I fired again, and hit

him within an inch of the first bul¬ 
let. Then, for the first time, it seem¬ 
ed I). saw him as he was rolling down 
to the bottom of the nullah, and gave 
him a bullet for luck. So I got my 
first bear, and he was a big one, 
measuring six feet five inches. We 
skinned him and sent off his skin to 
Srinagar. We then moved across to 
the next nullah, and, while the beat 
was getting ready, had tiffin. This 
was an awkward nullah to beat sat¬ 
isfactorily with the number of beaters 
we had that day, two hundred odd. 
It was finally arranged that the men 
should divide, one lot beating up to¬ 
ward us, but at right angles, i. e., 
along the side of the nullah. Not a 
good arrangement, as it turned out. 
We stationed ourselves, Lee on the 
left, D. and the rajah together, as the 
jungle was too thick for her to be 

l 


alone; then myself, about a hundred 
yards to the right. Fifty yards be¬ 
yond me we stationed a shikari with 
! A shotgun to act as “stop” i. e., if he 
saw the bear coming towards him it 
meant the bear was outside our line 
and would get through on our right, 
so he had instructions to fire, but on 
! no consideration to hit the bear, but 
' to scare him back into the beat again. 

“Stop” Makes Blunder. 

Very soon the beat began, and 
shouts of “Wharlu” filled the air. It 
was silence for a space, and then a shot 
was fired on my right, following the 
“woof-woof” of a bear as he dashed 
down towards the beaters. The fool 
of a “stop” had fired at the animal 
and hit him with the shotgun. There 
was sure to be trouble, so I got up 
and ran down through the jungle in 
the direction the bear had gone. But 
quick as I was, I was too late. The 
wounded bear had met a beater on 
his way down and had mauled him 
badly, taking most of his face away 
and clawing him severely about the 
body. The poor fellow looked done 
for; there was no time to stop, and I 
rushed on, to find the bear mauling 
another man. On seeing me he left 
the man and charged full at me. I 
j have never seen such a sight as he 
looked as he came toward me, cover¬ 
ed with blobd, his eyes glaring and 
red, and a terrible wound in his side. 
I let him get close up to me, and then 
I gave him the 577 between the eyes. 

Over he went, and did not move 
again. Then the head shikari, with 
great presence of mind and pluck, 
came from behind a bush, stalked the 
dead bear carefully, and at two yards 
fired, but unfortunately missed, even 
at that range. He would not believe 
it was really dead, and kept saying, 
“Kulba dhar, sahib,” and was not 
convinced till I sat on its head. Just 
then the rajah came puffing through 
the jungle, thinking I was still in my 
place, yelling to me to bring him 
more cartridges. The bear measured 
six feet seven inches. 

The next thing was to attend to the 
unfortunate beaters. The worst case 
we sent off at once to the hospital 
at Srinagar, where the other follow¬ 
ed next day, after being doctored by 
us in camp. I am glad to say we 
heard later that both poor fellows re¬ 
covered. 

Later we had many good bear hunt, 
though without any particular in¬ 
cidents, and managed to bag a fair 
number of animals, D. accounting 
for a creditable share. We also in¬ 
cidentally managed to get consider¬ 
able amount of other game, such as 
musk-deer, scrow and pig, besides 
any amount of duck and snipe shoot¬ 
ing. Our host had been most kind 
and hospitable, given us the time of 
our lives, and we were most sorry to 
part company in November, when we 
returned to Calcutta. 

WASHINGTON’S SPY 

While visiting one of the historic 
houses in northern New Jersey—and 
there are a number of such houses 
still standing—I noticed among other 
relics of bygone times one of those 
quaint, old fashioned clocks stand¬ 
ing some six or seven feet high. One 
may see a clock of this kind frequent¬ 
ly in these days, either an antique or 
made to look antique, so that there 
was nothing especially peculiar about 
this one except that it was a very 
large one. My host, noticing me 
looking at it, told me a story about 
the timepiece. 

"All the antique furniture in this 
house,” he said, “has been here since 
1756, though some of it is earlier 
than that. There is a bed upstairs in 
which General Washington slept 
when he passed through this place 
when he was going to make his head¬ 
quarters at Morristown. My great¬ 
grandmother, then a girl of seventeen, 
was here at the time and has left an 
account of the flutter in the family oc- 
| casioned by the presence of the com¬ 
mander in chief and a description of 
I him. 

“Washington passed on up to Mor- 
i ri town, from where he kept in touch 
with all the region between New York 
and Bhildelphia. He learned much 
: from the patriots living hereabout, 
but his principal source of informa¬ 
tion was spies, whom he sent in dif¬ 
ferent directions. 

“One of these emissaries was a 
Lieutenant Rogers, a fearless young- 
! ster, but so gallant that he was very 


liable to spend more time with the 
girls than in looking after the move¬ 
ments of the enemy. Nevertheless he 
seemed to pick up more information 
than any of the other spies, and for 
this reason Washington relied much 
upon him. Though his commander 
did not know it, the secret of Rogers’ 
success was that he had a way of 
getting news from the girls in whose 
homes British officers had been quar¬ 
tered and who had heard their talk. 
What they said Rogers usually worm¬ 
ed out of the girls. With the patriot 
girls he had no trouble; with the 
tories he succeeded by making love 
to them. 

“One day the young officer came 
through here on his way to New York, 
where he was going to gather infor¬ 
mation of Howe’s army, then occupy¬ 
ing that city. My great-grandmother 
—the one I was telling you about— 
was the only one of the family who 
sympathized with the royalists. The 
reason for this was that she had been 
at school in England and had return¬ 
ed but a short time before the revo¬ 
lution broke out. Rogers, instead of 
going to New York dallied here. My 
great-grandmother—Catherine was ! 

her name—was sweet on him, and 
perhaps the reason he stayed was that 
he was getting more out of her about 1 
the British plans than he was like¬ 
ly to get in New York. Anyway, 
Howe and a party of his officers had 
been here only a day or two before. 

“Rogers could have got out of Cath¬ 
erine all she knew—so I should sup¬ 
pose—within a week, although it may 
have taken more lovemaking than 
could be done within that time to do 
the job. But he stayed two weeks. 
Most of this time he was sitting up to 
my great-grandmother—1 mean Cath¬ 
erine—and whether he was doing the 
■business of his general or making 
love for the fun of it I don’t know. 
But one evening his courting or spy 
work, or whatever it was, came to a 
sudden end. It was 11 o’clock at 
night, an hour which in those days } 
found everybody in bed, but Rogers 
and my great-grandmother—Cather- ; 
ine—were sitting together in this very ; 
room. The clock stood exactly where 
it does now. Suddenly there came a j 
tramp of horses’ hoofs, a clatter of 
side arms and a rap at the front door. 

“Rogers, thinking that a party of 
Britishers were without, looked about 
for a hiding place. The girl stepped ! 
to the clock, opened the door and bade 
him get inside. He did so, and she 
went to the door and opened it. 

“Who should be there but General 
Washington. He came into this room, 
followed by his officers. He asked 
Catherine if she had seen or heard 
anything of Lieutenant Rogers. 
She, knowing that her lover would 
rather be caught there by the red¬ 
coats than by his general, declared 
that she knew nothing about him. 
Washington turned away, saying i 
that several weeks before he had sent j 
Rogers on a mission and since he had 
not returned the general feared he I 

| had been captured by the enemy. 

| “All would have gone well had not ! 

: Rogers been taken with an uncon- 
trolable desire to sneeze. Sudden- j 
ly a loud ca-chew came from the 
clock. The general, fancying a tory 
might be hidden there, went to the 
clock and opened it. There cringed 
Rogers, red as a beat. 

“ ‘How now, lieutenant?” said 
Washington. ‘Is this the way you get 
information, dallying with Mistress 
Catherine? However, I am mightily 
pleased to find you alive. I believed 
you had suffered he fate of Captain 
Hale and had been hanged for a spy.’ 

“Well, Rogers was received with 
shouts of laughter by the officers, but 
it was said that he gave Washington 
important information he had got out 
of Catherine and lost nothing of the 
general’s favor.”

Indian fighting is a thing of the 
past now, but we must remember that 
it was only about a generation ago 
that General Custer and his men were 
surrounded and massacred by red¬ 
skins.

I was dismissed with no other rep¬ 
rimand than this, if it could be con- 




geant at one of the Atlantic coast 
forts who was a youngster in the 
ranks of the regular army in those 
days and passed a good many years 
on the plains, where good Indian 
fighting was the order of the day. He 
■ells yarns about his experiences, some 
simply amazing. Here is one of the 
latter class: 

The Apaches were the wors var¬ 
mints one had to deal with, and we 
were more afraid of them than any 
other savages. They were more 
treacherous, more merciless and prac¬ 
ticed more deceptive methods than 
any other tribe with which I had the 
honor to exchange shots. When we 
were hunting them we were more 
sure that they weren’t hunting us. 
Any man going to a spring for water, 
dropping out of the ranks to cool off 
or in any wise going off by himself 
was liable to be taken in, and so 
noiselessly that the rest of the com¬ 
mand wouldn’t know anything about 
it until he was missed and some one 
would be sent back to find him dead 
and scalped. 

One time when we were after a par¬ 
ty of Apaches, not knowing when they 
would turn on us in the middle of the 
night, or, more likely, just before 
dawn, we made preparations that 
would let us know of their coming. 
Our commander had taken the pre¬ 
caution to bring along some barbed 
wire fencing, and after getting into 
camp, before turning in under our 
blankets, we fenced ourselves in. Of 
course we didn't expect to keep off 
the red devils with a wire fence, es¬ 
pecially when we weren’t helping the 
latter with lead. All we hoped for 
was a few moments’ delay long 
enough, you know, to grab our rifles 
and get on our feet. 

We bivoucked one evening on a 
hillside so situated that we couldn’t 
very well be taken on the flank, and 
instead of running the wire around us 
we stretched it before us, so that any 
force coming up the hill must pass 
over it. Though the moon was in 
the third quarter, the night, being 
cloudy, was quite dark. The Apaches 
were so sly that in order to get a 
warning of their coming we hung all 
the tin plates, tin cans—anything, 
in fact, that would rattle—on the 
wire. 

I was listening then for all I was 
worth for the slightest sound that 
would indicate the presence of an en¬ 
emy. 

I had to take it out listening, for 
I couldn’t see anything unless it was 
above the sky line. The moon pass¬ 
ed a thin space in the clouds just as 
I heard a tinkle away down at the 
other end of the fence. Peering in 
that direction I saw something white.

JFLEE CAPITAL 

Board Train at Station Five 
Miles From Vera Cruz 


The family of General Huerta, rela¬ 
tives and close friends boarded a spe¬ 
cial train for Vera Cruz Tuesday. In 
front of the special train was a troop 
train carrying 800 men, and behind 
was another carrying 500 men. The 
j family of General Blanquet, Minister 
of War, also boarded the special. The 
party boarded the train at Villa de 
Guadaloupe, a railroad station five 
miles from Mexico City. The depar¬ 
ture was witnessed by very few per¬ 
sons. 

President Huerta was the guest of 
honor of the French colony at a cele¬ 
bration at Chapultepec Park, in com¬ 
memoration of the Fall of the Bastile. 
Many Mexicans joined with the French 
residents in celebrating the holiday. 
Most of the stores were closed and 
the buildings in the principal streets 
were decorated with French and Mexi¬ 
can flags. 

Although the resignation of General 
Huerta is confidently expected by the 
State Department and Washington 
diplomats to occur at any moment, 
the Constitutionalists, unaffected by 
■ the news, are pressing hard tbeir mili- 
| tary campaign on Mexico City. 

Official dispatches revealed that 
j General Villa, with 15,000 men, was 
ready for a rapid advance on the Mex¬ 
ican capital, and that General Obre- 
i gon’s forces at Guadalajara were pre- 
j pared to sweep onward within a few 
days. 

Although the officials have not been 
given much to prediction, they now 
firmly believe the Constitutionalists 
will be in Mexico City in two or three 
weeks, regardless of what the Huerta 
Government may do. 

Diplomats are working hard to pre¬ 
vent fighting in the capital, and still 
hope that the transfer of power to the 
Constitutionalists may be effected 
without further bloodshed. General 
Huerta’s resignation, it is realized, 
would not immediately compose the 
situation, but it would make possible 
parleys with the Constitutionalists, 
through which a change of government 
could be accomplished peacefully. 

The numerous offiical advices saying 
Huerta would resign, including mes¬ 
sages from the Brazilian Minister in 
Mexico City and other diplomats, have 
raised the expectations of’ official 
Washington that his exit from power 
also would mean his flight from the 
country. 

Others, among them Fernando 
| Iglesias Calderon and some high ad- j 
ministration officials, are not at all

convinced that Huerta is ready to ab¬ 
dicate. They declare that the depar¬ 
ture of his family means only that he 
is preparing for desperate measures, 
such as a big rally of Federal forces, 
which he himself would command.

It endured for thirty minutes, 
after which time only the customary 
steamy vapor marked the summit of 
the mountain. It was the fifteenth 
eruption since May, when the first sign 
of activity Lassen has evidenced in 
many years was noticed. Coincident 
with the activity of Lassen the past two 
months, reports come from the cattle¬ 
men in the vicinity of the mountain 
that the cattle are dying in great num¬ 
bers as the result of being poisoned 
by sulphur in the water and on the 
foliage. This sulphur came from the 
volcano and, carried by the wind, has 
drifted miles from the peak before it 
finally settled to earth. 

With the shipping season for apri¬ 
cots ending this week, the total on 
that variety of fruit for 1914 is 382 
cars, the largest by nearly a hundred 
cars of any year in the history of the 
State. This is the more surprising 
because fruit men have generally held 
the belief that, owing to the poor qual¬ 
ity of apricots when received on the 
Eastern markets the shipments would 
continue to decline. Last year’s total 
was 158, and the previous high mark 
was made in 1909, when about 290 
cars were sent out. Total shipments 
of all fruits for the year show 1914 
about 600 cars ahead of 1913. The 
comparative figures, as given out by 
the California Fruit Distributes, are: 
Cherries, 1913, 230%, 1914, 166%; Ap¬ 
ricots, 1913, 158%, 1914, 382; Peaches,

RAILROAD MEN 
MAYCALL STRIKE 

Ninety-Eight Lines Would Be 
Tied Up by Drastic Action 

Only the hope that the managers 
will yield to the demands of 55,000 en¬ 
gineers and firemen stands between 
ninety-eight roads west of Chicago 
and the greatest strike in the history 
of American railways. 

With the statement that the men 
had voted nearly unanimously to 
strike, union officials announced that 
arbitration under the Federal law 
would be refused on the ground that 
the railroads have not lived up to pre¬ 
vious arbitration awards. 

The railroads, through their general 
managers' committee, contended that 
to grant the employes’ demands would 
mean an increase of $33,000,000 an¬ 
nually in wages. The engineers and 
firemen asserted that their requests 
were fair and equitable. 

It is expected that further confer¬ 
ences will be held. Should the nego¬ 
tiations fail, and the employes stand 
by their announced refusal of arbitra¬ 
tion, the resulting strike would, it is 
declared, almost completely paralyze 
traffic in the Central West and West. 

Some of the principal requests made 
by the employes of the roads were: 

Increases in the rates of pay of engi¬ 
neers and firemen in all classes of 
service. 

That the number of hours after 
which overtime will be paid in freight 
service be reduced from ten to eight 
hours, and in passenger service from 
ten to five hours. 

That overtime be raised to a basis 
of time and a half in freight service 
and double time in passenger service. 

That engineers and firemen be paid 
an arbitrary thirty minutes prepara¬ 
tory time for each trip, instead of com¬ 
puting service continuously from ac¬ 
tual time of reporting for duty. 

That allowances be made for ter¬ 
minal delays in addition to payment 
for miles or the hours of the trip. 

That the differentials paid for run¬ 
ning Mallet engines be increased. 

That the differentials between local 
and through freight service be in¬ 
creased. 

That two firemen be employed on 
large coal-burning engines, regardless 
of the character of length of the run, 
the tonnage hauled or the work re¬ 
quired of the firemen. 

The request of the employes covers 
a general revision of the rules govern¬ 
ing compensation. 

The negotiations continued nearly 
three months prior to June 1st, when 
the conferences were suspended pend¬ 
ing the taking of the vote of the em¬ 
ployes on the question of a strike. 


IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


Because of the militant suffragettes 
and their campaign of destruction of 
national art treasures, American visit¬ 
ors in London this season find a large 
part of their pleasure in the English 
capital spoiled by the closing of the 
art galleries, museums and other 
places of interest. 

The Autrian Government has with¬ 
drawn the prohibition imposed upon 
the Canadian Pacific Railway with re¬ 
gard to carrying on emigration busi- j 
ness, and its agencies are now free to 
resume the traffic. The prohibition 
last year was in consequence of alle¬ 
gations that the company's agents 
were assisting Austro-Hungarian sub¬ 
jects to evade military service by emi- i 
grating. 

The Mayor of Avlona and the presi- j 
dent of the Albanian National Com¬ 
mittee have sent a message to the j 
Tribuna reporting that Greek regu | 
lars, disguised as Epirotes, are pass- ! 
ing over the frontier in large numbers 
and have driven before them 100,000 
Albanians. Some of these fugitives 
have arrived at Avlona in a deplorable 1 
condition. The message closes with 
an appeal to the powers to intervene , 
and end an intolerable situation. 

Greece and Turkey have requested 
Switzerland to designate an arbitrator 
to settle the differences existing 
among the members of the mixed 
Greco-Turkish commission, w£ich is 
sitting in Smyrna to arrange the emi¬ 
gration question. The commission was 
appointed after the Porte proposed to 
Greece that the property of Turkish 
refugees should be exchanged for the 
property of Greek refugees, and that a 
body be designated to make a valua¬ 
tion of the property.

For nearly a month caterpillars have- 
interfered with the movement of trains 
on the McCloud River Railroad be¬ 
tween Sisson and McCloud. The cat¬ 
erpillars were particularly bad on the 
divide, where they ate brush and 
leaves and destroyed such young or¬ 
chard trees as lay in their line of 
march. Where the crawlers got on the 
tracks and rails they gummed up the 
wheels so that they slipped and loco¬ 
motives with difficulty and delay 
pulled the usual loads. The trains 
were delayed more or less every day 
for a month, and solely because of the 
caterpillars. The trouble is about over, 
for butterflies are now being hatched 
from the cocoons made by the cater¬ 
pillars. 


Negotiations are under way between 
officials of the American Society for 
thrift and O. H. Benson, in charge of 
the boys’ and girls’ club work, Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, to 
establish co-operation between the 
thrift promoters and the clubs. The 
plan is to have the thrift committees 
in towns and the country co-operate 
with the club work of the boys and 
girls, to add interest to activities of 
the young people and to teach trift 
and economy.
